We are sorry you feel you are in a most unfortunate position 
owing to the fact that we have not been able to give you prices but, as 
explained in our cables and letter, our percentage of profit is so small 
that the matter of how much discount or reduction we shall be able to make 
will depend entirely upon what kind of a proposition they will be willing to 
give us,- the quantity of notes and term of years being most important. We 
feel that if we could have some kind of assurance that we were going to 
print their notes for the next ten years, instead of say five, or five ysars 
instead of one, then we would make reductions accomlingly. 

On the other hand, it occurs to us that they may not listen to 
a proposition of this kind at all. If this should prove to be the case we 
fear we shall have to continue making prices based on the estimated manu- 
facturing cost at the time the order is placed,- in which case our selling 
price пау be increased or decreased, according to mamfacturing conditions 
existing at the time.

Also that there has lately been 
a law passed that all designs for bank notes must be made by Czech artists, 
and printed in the country. As our original contract with the Bank cailed 
for a 50 Kronen note, we mizht possibly try to work in that denomination 
if our price is at all favorable.

We have before us your interesting letter of January 18th , in 
connection with your trip to Prague, and which to our minds does not look very 
encouraging for an additional order of bank notes for the time being, at least. 

Though we can well understand why they might have felt they should 
get a reduction in price at this time, we are absolutely at a loss to understand 
how prices could possibly һауеботе down anything like the amount you mention,un- 
less they were originally very much inflated. Such & reduction, to the writer's 
mind, has not occurred in anythihg manufactured in this country; as 2 matter of 
fact, you have probably seen reports in your papers copied from those over here, 
showing that in many cases the cost of living has slightly increased, Though this 
is not particularly true of our business it is just as true that costs have not 
come down, and though we are striving our wry hardest to get our cost of manu- 
facture lower we have so far been unable to show any material decrease. 

You may rest assured that just as soon as any such reduction can 
be made we are going to give you the benefit of it in the figures we quote, since 
we are naturally very keen to obtain additional business in Europe and to. hold 
that which we already have. 

It is most gratifying to hear that the bank acknowledges how 
much longer our notes last than they had expected and we feel that such a com- 
pliment could be used by you to good advantage in other countries in Europe.

The Firma Haase hes bought presses at Vienna by Nadherny and they 
are making trials to issue the 50 Kronen note in engraving,the same iron 
plates as those made by Nadherny but not in steel. Mr, Kucera told me that 
he was not till now very pleased with the new products of Haase, Our Frend 
Schmaus told me that if they should not succed there should be a very lit- 
tle chance for us to гесіефе the order of the 50 Kronen.

Counterfeiting of Serbina bank notes - The counterfeiting of the notes of the 
Bank of Serbia caused a great rumor as tne counterfeiting of tne jougo-slavia 
postage stamps. Hardly had the Narodna Banka in Belgrade put into circulation 
the new ten-dinars printed by the AMERICAN BANK NOTE COMPANY of the United States 
wnen counterfeits appeared and in such a quantity that tne Government had to call 
attention to the fact by a publication, Now the source of this counterfeiting 
has been located and it seems that the counterfeits were made in Budapest even 
though the notes were made by an American company. According to the "Novosti" 
e of Belgrade there was seen at Subotitza a large quantity of stamps counterfeited 
from the original manufactured (?) in America for S.E.3. This affair abexe tke 
against the above mentionned State is so important that the Minister of Posts went 
himself to Subotitza to see about the matter. То date it has been learned that 
the counterfeits of the American original were made at Budapest and sent to Subo- 
titza and from there throughout tne country. Those that ordered, according to 
"Novosti" the maxing of these were greatly mistaxen in believing that postage 
Stamps manufactured in America could not be counterfeited. The news of the 
"Novosti" surprisea is not surprising for it is well known among the bankers and 
the philatelists that S.H.S. did not sufficiently heed advices at the time of the 
printing of the bank notes and postage stamps imxAmeriean . Both were soon coun- 
terfeited even though they nad been printed in America. The reputation is in 
this way affected in the interior and elsewhere. The foreigners especially who

I took this matter up this morning with the 
Deputy Minister of Finance and Comptroller of Currency, and they 
have agreed to writo an official letter to Bankovni Urad giving the 
information requested. With this letter they will send copies of 
the Canadian Bank Act, the Canadian Currency Act and any other 
official publications that they think will be of interest. 


The answer to the request of Mr. Schmaus regard- 
ing the denominations of notes in circulation is as follows:

These notes carry the engraved sicnature of the Deputy

These notes are also countersigned and up to within a 
month or two ago, this work was done by various clerks in the Depart- 
ment signing their own names.

The Cenadian Chartered Banks have the right to 
issue notes in the denomination of $5. and multiples thereof. 
As a matter of fact, however, the issue is confined to the denom- 
inations $5. $10. $20. $50. and $100. One or two banks have at 
times issued a $25. note but notes oí this denomination have never 
been in general circulation. 


There are some eighteon banks in existence at pre- 
sent and other banks have failed or gone out of business so that 
notes of thirty or thirty-five banks might still be in circulation. 
Some of the banks only issue three or four denominations but most 
of the larger banks issue all five. 


The signature of the President is engraved in fac- 
simile on all the chartered bank notes and the signature of the 
General Manager or other signing officer may also be printed in 
facsimile; although in some cases the notes are countersigned by 
hand by clerks in the employ of the bank designated for that pur- 
pose. Where the signature of the General Manager or other 
signing official is printed on the notes, they also carry a small 
seal of the bank with distinguishing number.
